Lee, a former vice president of the 
bank, that on the day of the institu­ 
tion’s collapse, Curtis, the president, 
bad said to him: 
“I have just told Morse that he has 
•busted’ the bank.”

evening hours of Oct. 16, 1907, the day 
Df the collapse. 
After the accounts of the day’s 
transactions had been close«!, it was 
liscoverod, Mr. Lee testified, that Mr. 
Morse had overdrawn

In or«ler to make good this 
dsflciency, Morse had turned into the 
bank a quantity of securities, for the 
most part stocks and bonds not listed 
on the stock exchance and of doubt 
ful value, as collateral for a loan of 
$211 ,000. 
This loan the directors re­ 
pudiated on the following day, the on 
lateral put up by Morse being found 
unsatisfactory. 
Testimony intended to 
sh o w 
the 
dominating influence exercised over 
the National Bank of North America 
by Morse was given by W. A Nash, 
president of the Com Exchange bank, 
■nd a member of the clearing house 
committee. 
Mr. Nash, it appears. In» 
formed Curtis of th e Intention of the 
clearing house committee to examine 
the Bank of North America. 
“ 1 took Mr. Curtis aside.” testified 
Mr. Nash, "and asked him if the bank 
was all right. 
He waved his hand 
toward Morse and replied: ‘If he is all 
right, the bank is all right.’ ” 
It was noticed during the proceed­ 
ings that counsel for Morse and coun­ 
sel for Curtis differed sharply at times 
regarding their respective principals’ 
part in the affairs of the bank.

Carried Out Witn enthusiasm. 
The rainfall ceased, however, some 
time before the parade was scheduled 
to start, and the comfort of the march­ 
ing thousands or of the reviewing 
party was not Interfered with and 
the function was carried out with all 
the elaborateness planned and that 
enthusiasm for which the Republican 
cohorts of Kings county are famed. 
Similarly successful and enthusiastic 
were the meetings of the night, par­ 
ticularly those In the Clermont rink 
and the Academy of Music, where Mr. 
Taft made his principal addresses. 
The feature of the trip Into Ccnnec- 
tlcut was the New Haven meeting, 
where with football enthusiasm the 
candidate was pledged the support of 
a large portion of the student body of 
Yale, through the presentation of a 
handsomely bound memorial contain­ 
ing many pages of signatures.

York on its return the candidate was 
taken to the Montauk club, Brooklyn, 
by State, Chairman Woodruff, where 
be was the guest of honor at a dinner 
participated in by IOO prominent Re­ 
publicans of that city.

THE TAX AMENDMENT 
I HE Dispatch has made inquiry as 
to the effect of the proposed tax amend­ 
ment to the constitution which is to b e 
v oted upon next Tuesday. 
As the constitution stands all taxes 
must b e equal and lev ied upon a cash 
v aluation of the property taxed. 
Each 
property owner pays the same rate al­ 
though the rate v aries in different | 
towns, cities and counties. 
If the amendment carries the legis­ 
lature is giv en power to tax different 
classes of property in different propor­ 
tions or in different ways. 
Thus the 
legislature may tax wheat b y the b ush­ 
el, raised lumb er b y the thousand feet 
cut, ore b y the ton mined and may pro­ 
v ide that the tax shall go to the state ! 
directly instead of the county treasurer. 
1 he railroad gross earnings tax is now 
paid that way. 
The railroads hav e 
protected 
themselv es 
against 
the 
amendment. 
There is a prov ision in it 
that the legislature cannot change the 
gross earnings tax. 
Thus 
Brainerd 
gets no taxes for schools or city ex­ 
penses from the Northern Pacific rail 
way. 
The amendment opens the door for 
all kinds of freak taxation. 
At the 
last session of the legislature when it 
was supposed the amendment had car­ 
ried a b ill was introduced taxing money 
deposited in b anks, another for taxing 
iron ore b y the ton and many other**. 
Brainerd 
and Crow Wing county 
would b e greatly injured b y the pro­ 
posed tax on ore b y the ton for two 
reasons—the tax would go to the state 
and it would also b e an additional b ur­ 
den to the present large freight rate 
on the mining of low grade ore. 
It 
would take money from the county and 
would not help the state b ecause the 
mine owner would not mine his ore. 
The amendment is fav ored b y cities 
which hav e state institutions b ecause

THE TAX AMEHDMEHT 


T h e D isp a tc h has made inquiry as 
to the effect of the proposed tax amend­ 
ment to the constitution which is to be 
voted upon next Tuesday. 
As the constitution stands all taxes 
must be equal and levied upon a cash 
valuation of the property taxed. Each 
property owner pays the same rate al­ 
though the rate varies in different 
towns, cities and counties. 
If the amendment carries the legis­ 
lature is given power to tax different 
classes of property in different propor­ 
tions or in different ways. Thus the 
legislature may tax wheat by the bush­ 
el, raised lumber by the thousand feet 
cut, ore by the ton mined and may pro­ 
vide that the tax shall go to the state 
directly instead of the county treasurer. 
The railroad gross earnings tax is now 
paid that way. The railroads have 
protected 
themselves 
against 
the 
amendment. There is a provision in it 
that the legislature cannot change the 
gross earnings tax. Thus Brainerd 
gets no taxes for schools or city ex­ 
penses from the Northern Pacific rail 
way. 
The amendment opens the door for 
all kinds of freak taxation. At the 
last session of the legislature when it 
was supposed the amendment had car­ 
ried a bill was introduced taxing money 
deposited in banks, another for taxing 
iron ore by the ton and many others. 
Brainerd 
and Crow Wing county 
would be greatly injured by the pro­ 
posed tax on ore by the ton for two 
reasons—the tax would go to the state 
and it would also be an additional bur­ 
den to the present large freight rate 
on the mining of low grade ore. It 
would take money from the county and 
would not help the state because the 
mine owner would not mine his ore. 
The amendment is favored by cities 
which have state institutions because 
it would be easier to get state money 
for them if it did not come directly 
from the common taxpaper. It would 
all come from him indirectly however.
